Love is nnguestionably the sign, seal, and
ganctifioation »f murriage, but wa are
able to see the foree of the olaim set up by
itobert Dale Owen and other socialistic phi-
losophers, that a comprlsory cohabitation is
prostitntion euforced by law, Thera 15 no-
thing like *‘prostitution” in compelling a man
and his wife to abide together under the
same roof. If they *‘cannot endure each
other,” let them live and sleap in separate
rooms, and eat st separate ta{;laa. Under
this arrangement, if they are kept apart by a
wers whimsy or aversion, the chances are
nine out of ten that they will conquer it. If
they do not it is their misfortune, and they
will sufter; bat they will probably suffer loss
than sooiety wounld suffer by the general
adoption of the Indiaun and Conneoticut
standard. Of course, no woman should be
compelled to live under the same roof with a
brite who beats her, or with a confirmed sot,
but we doubt the efficacy of ‘“‘separation” as
a remedy for those ‘‘nneongenial’ persons
who are driven asunder merely because they
do not like ench other.

For the statisties of social seisnce go to
show that “‘separation,” formal and informal,
i3 the most prolific source of the crime for-
bidden in the seventh commandment, Esta-
blish separstion and forbid remarriage, and
the social evil would show an alarming in.
crease. The [Republican gives wus the
apothegm that “‘easy divoree means easy
marriage,” and wa add that easy separation
means easy morals,

This is a grave question to handle. No
man oan decide it oz cathedra. We can see
that in those religions organizations where
men and women are roled the most arbitrarily
by priests, marrivges are the most constant,
In the Mormen Church no such thing as a
divorce is known, and adultery is pnnished
with deatb. In the Catholie Church divorces
are practically probibited, and the adnlterer
is punisbed with death spiritusl, instead of
temporal.

Something must be done in these States to
pravent our social fabrie from falling asna-
der from lack of eohesion, and to give to
warriage some of the psrmanency and so-
lemmnily which ought to belong to an institu-
tion which stands at the base of all human
government.

BABY-KILLING.
From the Pall Mall Gazélte.

Some of the erimes and vices of highly
civilized societies are searely less inhumnn or
more refined than the erimes and vices dis.
played by savages or by semi-barbarinns,
Among untutored tribes, and among nations
like the Chinese, infant life is little valaed,
and many ure the tales recorded by travellars
and missionaries f desertion or infanticide,
In England and in France we may bear simi-
lar stories almost daily of inhoman mothers,
and of women who make it their business to
get rid of infants that are not wanted by their
parents,

The Aritish and Foreign Medico-Ckirurgi-
cal Review for the present quarter contuins
an articla on this subject which deserves a
wider cirenlation than it iz likely to obtain in
a professivual jourusl. The writer points out
that at Jeast halt of the infants born in Eng-
land and Wales die within three months of
their birth; but how many of these are delibe-
rately doue to death is unkunown,

Hlegitimate infants (4Ay8 the reviewer) are naot
nocessarily, or even usually, put out of the way
dircetly ; more conmonoly ivdirect (eaps are emn-
ployed, Stll the statistics of the genernl regissrar
ofMce tell us that in whe Ove years 1563-T, out of
the 8808 vioient deuths of Infunts ander ole year of
age, 514 were proved Lo be lnstances of direct nfan-
ticlde, and of these S10 infants wore muardered within
A month of the vima of theélr birth, O these we fod
that €18 were straogled or otherwise saffooated, nv
were killed by blows fraotaring the skall, by cutbug,
or by stabbing 61 by Intentionel negrlect, 2 by drowu-
ing, O by exposure to cold, wud 7 by the simple pro-
conding of leaving the cord nuntied at birth,

But, unhappily, what we know with regard
to the prevalence of baby-killing does not
show the full extent of the ecrime. Much is
left to conjecture; for the irregular manner
in which verdiots are refurned, the ease with
which the dead bodies of infunts ean be dis-
posed of, and the habit which prevails of
bringing in the verdict *Found dead,” forbid
corroct statisties. 'There is therefore room
for gross exaggoeration, as in the case of a
writer in the Churek and the World, who
observes that “‘the metrvopolitan cansl bonts
are impeded as they are tracked along by the
number of drowned infants with which they
come in contaot;” bub it is eertain that the
murder of infauts direotly by their molhers,
or indirectly through the tender mercies of
baby-farmers, is a crime of no common mug:
unitude in this country. ‘I'le author of the
paper from which wa have quoted belisves
with Mr. Acton that smong other means of

Between England and France thero is a
wide difference of opinion about many qnes-
tions aflecting public worality. Nevertheless
it may be well worth inquiring how our
veighbors aet with regard to this quoestion;
aud an article in the feeue des Dewr Mondes
for March 15 will give us some of the infor-
mution we require Iu that country, as in
our own, the excessive mortality of infants
has excited the altention of physicians aud of
socinl economists, and M. Leon le Fort attri-
butes it in a large weasura to the industrie
nourriciere which is cirried on in some of the
counltry distriets, This trade is not condunoted
secretly, as with us, but is sabject to super-
vision sud control, The nurses engaged at
the grand buresn have a small sum secured
to them in cuse the parents fail to pay for the
support of their children, and the result is
thut in & vast number of cases the parents
are Jefanlters, the income of the narses is
diminished, and of course the children suffer
in copseynence, Moroover, the organization,
we are told, does not give the advantages that
might be expocted from it, and the nurses are
frequently able to neglect their infant chargos
witbout fear of discovery. In the thirteen
departents around Paris where baby Pari-
siuns are placed out to nurse, the infant mor-
tulity is so much greater than elsewhere that,
according to M. Leon le Fort, there can be
no doubt that it is due to the indusirie nour-
r1elere. A yeur or two ago it was stated (we
believe in the Medical Limes and Gazelle)
that of 53,000 infants born annually in Paris
15,000 are sent into the country to be nursed.
M Le Fort, however, givesa total of 14,000,
and remarks that it i1s impossible to calenlate
the mortalily precisely, since the nurses who
undertake he management of these infants
are not all under a like control.

Intion has been made in consequence of the
startlings news baving reached his family
connections here that a **Muncaster” has re-
cently, when wandering near the plain of
Marathon, been kidnapped by some of the
nomad descendants of Miltindes, Thus runs
the story and the pedigree. Gamel de Pen-
vington came over with ihe CUonqueror, and
